TELL OF THREATS 
BY MBS. M’DONALD 


Witnesses Questioned All Day 
by Coroner at Webster 
Guerin Inquest. 


MORE TESTIMONY SOUGHT 


Husband of Accused Woman Is 
Startled by Story of Vic- 
~ tim’s Brother. 


The all day session of the inquest over the 
killing of Webster Guerin, during which 
twenty-five witnesses were examined, only 
threw a deeper mystery about the murder 
charged by the police to Mrs. “ Mike ’’ Mc- 
Donald. At the close of the session last even- 
ing Coroner Hoffman, after a ten minutes’ 
consultation with the jury, continued the in- 
quest until next Tuesday morning, to give 
the police opportunity to call new witnesses 


and look up further evidence that may tend | 


to clear up the mystery. 


The inquest was, in fact, the first legal . 


brush’ between the state and the defense. 
Witnesses substantiating the cause of each 
side told remarkable stories. The most im- 
portant evidence, and that which caused*the 
coroner to ask further police investigation, 
was given by Archibald Guerin, brother of 
the dead man. It came as a climax to the 
day's investigation, especially because it 
followed almost immediately that of the three 
tailors who were the first men on the scene 
after the tragedy. The testimony of the lat- 
ter tended to show that Guerin may have 
committed suicide. Archibald Guerin de- 
clared he was murdered. 


Lawyers Question Witnesses. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Rittenhouse sat 
at Coroner Hoffman's right hand during the 
inquest, looking after the prosecution. B. 
M. Shaffner and Frank R. Cain represented 
the defendant. Coroner Hoffman took per- 
sonal charge of the case and permitted the 
attorneys to question the witnesses after he 
hed finished the examination on whatever 
matterg would be to the interest of the re- 
spective sides of the case. Several times 
when the suicide theory cropped out in the 


evidence Archy Guerin rose in his seat and | 


questioned the witnesses sharply. 

‘“‘ Mike **’ McDonald, the gray haired hus- 
band of the vivacious defendant, and his son 
Guy were interested spectators.. During the 
examination of the brother the senior Mc- 
Donald grew nervous,|removed his glasses, 
ané@ with drooping jaw and sad eyes heard 
the unpleasant details.. At one time, the wit- 
ness declared, Mrs. McDonald, in the pres- 
ence of both himself and his brother Web- 
ster, said: 

‘I’m going te leave that old slob,” refer- 
ring to her husband. 

The hardy old man’s jaws closed with a 
jerk and his eyes fairly bulged out with a 
defiant look. 


Tells of Mrs. McDonald’s Jealousy. 


The substance of Archy Guerin's testimony 
was that Mrs. McDogald, after much threat- 
ening and hounding,“shot his brother because 
of an unreasonable jealousy. A private de- 
tective had told Mrs. McDonald that Miss 
Avis Dargan, 832 West Jackson boulevard, 
the fiancée of Archy Guerin, visited the Har- 
rison Art company’s studio. Although the 
witness did not mention the young woman's 
name, referring to her as “the girl I am 
engaged to marry,” he stated plainly that 
the tragedy was directly the result of the 
mistaken jealousy of Mrs. McDonaldagainst 
Miss Dargan. 

Young Guerin told a straightforward, Im, 
pressive story. He is a clear cut, bright 
young man, light complexioned, his auburn 
hair brushed back off a high forehead. 

“My name is Archibald Guerin. I reside 
at 655 West Harrison street. I am a brother 
of the deceased Webster Guerin and have 
been his business partner since last April,” 
said the young man upon taking the stand. 

“You were present at the studio when 
Mrs. McDonald entered on the morning of 
Feb. 21, were you not?” asked the coroner. 

“TI was.’ 

“Tell in your own words what took place 
before you left the studio,” requested Cor- 


oner Hoffman. 


Urged Brother to Leave Town. 


“ Mrs. McDonald came into the office about 
ten minutes after .10 o'clock, while Web and 
myself were discussing this affair,’ con- 
tinued the witness. 

**T had been re nstrating with him about 
the woman. ‘ Web,’ I said, * Why don't you 
leave town and get rid of her.”. He had 
seemed much concerned about the affair of 
late and seemed depressed about it. ‘ Well,’ 
he said, ‘ will you go with me? I said I 
would. Then hesaid, ‘ The business just now 
is so that I can't leave it, but I will go away 
with you in May.’ 

“Shortly after that Mrs. McDonald came 
in. She appeared nervous and excited. 

“* Well, I’m all done with it now,’ she said. 
‘J told that old slob I’m all through with 
him. I'm going to New York tomorrow.’ 

*“ Web told her not to get so excited, and 
didn’t appear to be particularly concerned 
about her going away. 

*“* But don’t imagine that Iam going away 
and leave you before I put a bullet in your 
head.’ 

“At that she told me to leave the room. I 
didn’t make a move and she started at me 
as if-td strike me. Web stepped between 
us, and said to me: ‘ All right, Arch, you go 
and let me takecareofher. I can calm her.’ 

‘“* Before that- he had asked the office boy, 
Hansen, to leave the roofn because he didn’t 
want him to witness any scene. [I left and 
didn’t come back until a little after 12 o'clock, 
and saw the body of my brother lying on the 
floor.”’ 


Jealous of Guerin’s Men Friends. 


The witness told of several incidents that 
happened during the week prior to the trag- 
edy, tending to show the woman's insane 
jealousy. 

“She was even jealous of his attention to 
his men friends,’’ he said. ‘* The Tuesday 
before the tragedy she called up over the 
phone. I told her Web wasn’tin. She said 
then she wanted to see me, but I told her I 
wasn't going to be at home; I was going to a 
theater. She insisted on knowing what one 
and I told her Powers’. 

“ After the theater I feund her waiting with 
Mrs. Feldman, her sister-in-law. She started 
to talk wildly and I told her to come intothe 
Bismarck restaurant and I would listen’ to 
her. Mr, Feldman met us at the foot of the 
stairs and the five of us, including the girl 
I was with, went into the Bismarck. 

“ There Mrs. McDonald said to the young 
lady I was with and whom I am engaged to 
marry, ‘O, yes, I saw you going into the 
Omaha building about 4:30 o’clock this after- 
noon, didn’t I?’ The young lady replied that 
she was in a candy store at that time. Mrs. 
McDonald began talking wildly and her 
brother spoke up: 

“* Here,’ he said, ‘ if you are going to start 
a stene in here I'm going to leave. I know 
some of the people in here.’ 

“As we welked out I went with Mrs. Mc- 
Donald and tried to convince her that she 
was wrong and that anyhow at that time 
Web wasn't in his office. But she was ob- 
stinate and declared she had a private de- 
tective watching and he had told-her about it. 


Makes Suggestion of Murder. 


“ Don’t you think he ought to be killed for 
throwing me over the way he has?’ she said, 
excitediy. 

Young Guerin said that she had asked that 
question several times. 

** Myself and Mr. and Mrs. Feléman talked 
the matter over and discussed how we could 
best right things. It was suggested that we 
tell Mr. McDonald about the affair, in order 
to make the woman behave,” the witness 
continued. “ But we knew that Mr. Mc- 
Donald knew allaboutit. Once she told us 
she tried to get Webster to sheot Guy Mc- 
Donald for telling her husband about ber re- 
lations with Web. 

‘The young lady to whom I am engaged 
declared she wouldn't stand for the insinua- 
tions thrown out by a woman of such a char- 
acter, and insisted that she be brought face 
to face with that detective. When. we met 
the detective, whose name I have forgotten— 
but I can get it—I found he hed not told the 
truth. He said the iin lady whom he saw 
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Thomas Baidwin.

Assistant Chief Schuettler, who attended 
the inquest, said the detective referred to 
will be called as a witness. 

Archy Guerin said the revolver wasa pres- 
ent to Mrs. McDonald from ‘Webster? 

**Last Christmas ehe gave him a pair of 
gloves for a present, and he asked me what 
he had better give her. ‘She aoe o pearl 
handled revolver,’ he.said. I ‘teid him he 
was foolish to give her anything like that, 
but he had a way if doing his own will, re- 
gardiess of advice of others. She once cre- 
ated a scene in a hotel by flourishing the re- 
volver in the presence of Webster and her 
brother. I don’t know whether she intended 
shooting herself or some one else at the 
time.”’ 

“Bounded for Ten Years.” 

The aunt of Guerin, Miss Nellie. Fitzgib- 
bons, was a witness. She said Mrs. McDon- 
ald had hounded her nephew for ten years, 
and that at home they had “ pleaded and 
entreated and prayed.”’ that he break up the 
attachment. She told of Mrs.. McDonald's 
calling her sister and herself to the McDon- 
ald residence in Grand boulevard once and 
of the quarrel that followed their demand 
that she leave the nephew alone. 

The first men on the scene of the tragedy 
were three tailors who work in Room 703— 
the American Coatmakers’ concern. They 
are Meyer Effron, 648 North Artesian ave- 
nue; Abraham Wolinsky, 550 West Four- 
teenth street; and David Rubinstein, 430 
West Harrison street. 


Says “He Shot Himself.” 


* She cried, ‘He shot himself; he shot him- 
self; save him,’ as she smashed through the 
giase,”” said Wolinsky. “After hearing the 
shot I opened the door, about two seconds be- 
fore Mrs. McDonald broke through the glass. 
She had no revolver in her hands, but I saw 
one lying on the floor beside Guerin, and she 
went and picked it up.”’ 

The other tailors told practically the same 
story. 

Clifton Wooldridge rehearsed the.scene of 
the tragedy. He also said he went to the three 
tailors on the day of the tragedy, and they 
told him they didn’t open the door until after 
the glass was smashed. Ruben Lewis, em- 
ployed in room 413, Omaha building, said he 
was the first one toentertheroom. The door 
was locked and he Jumped through the broken 
glase. He accounted for the **‘ mysterious re- 
moval "’ of the body by saying that he moved 
it about four feet, as the man was still living. 

Herman Hansen, 262 West Ohio street, 
Guerin's office boy, said Mrs. McDonald 
called there frequently. Louis. Slovonintsz, 
452 Dayton street, a salesman for Guerin, said 
he had been in the office when Mrs. McDonald 
had entered, in a jealous mood, and threat- 
ened Guerin, but couldn’t remember the con- 
versations, verbatim. 

Coroner -Hoffman’s questions to the police 
et times indicaied that he thought they 
should have got more evidence than they did. 
He explained to Detective Wooldridge, how- 
ever, that he didn’t mean to insinuate he had 
not made a thorough search.

He 
thrust me back in a chair and struck me.’ 

“* What is your name?’ I asked. 

“*I don't know; no matter; can't tell you.

Mrs. Mary Keegan, 2830 Fifth avenue, chief 
police matron, said she remained day and 
night with Mrs. McDonald for three days, 
and declared the woman's mind was a biank.

cruite—<Funds for Missionary. 


* Join the Reds. They meet at California 
avenue.and Monroe street Sunday morning. 
Ask for Grant—he will show you the way.”’ 

* Succese is yours if you join the Reds. 
We want 500 more men. . Stop where you see 
the young men standing.” 

These and other strangely worded signs 
with which the west side was placarded yes- 
terday gave the police a busy hour or so be- 
fore they solved the ‘‘ mystery.” It was at 
first feared that a bold band of anarchists 
was seeking recruits. 

Then there were inserted in the dally news- 
papers advertisements calling meetings of 
men at certain locations with the ‘*‘ Y. M. B. 
Cc. C. A. C. C.”” Young men approached 
strangers throughout the district, request- 
ing them to meet at different places. 


Scheme of Church Workers. 

But there is no danger, as the police sub- 
sequently learned. It ig merely a novel 
scheme for church workers to swell the re- 
ligious ranks.

| Murderer of Four: to Get Quick Justice. || 
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‘| Thomas Baldwin Guarded in 
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Armed Men. — | 


Begins to Show Contrition : for 
Murder of Girl, Two Wom- 
n, and Man. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Bloomington, Iil,..March 1.--[8pecial.1— 
Twenty armed men are inside the county jail 


} here tonight to prevent a threatened attack 


by a mob bent on'‘lynching ‘Phomas Baldwin, 
who yesterday killed Cora Eiseman, her 
mother, Charles Kennedy, and his wife. 
_All day there has been persistent talk that 
the farmers of Colfax and Arrowsmith 
were planning to attack the jail and pang 
Baldwin. 

In Arrowsmith the farmers are said to be 
led by William. Eicher, father of Mrs. Charles 
Kennedy, who, with her husband, was a vic- 
tim of. Baldwin's fury. In Colfax the angry 
eltizens are headed by Frank Kennedy, father 
of Charles Kennedy. No movement toward 
the jail, however, had been reported up to 
this evening. 


Former Lynching Recalled. 

‘There has never been a lega! hanging in 
this county, but twenty years ago Ed Pierce, 
who killed his jailer, was hanged by a mob. 
The present jail, however, is almost impreg- 
nable. It is built of stone and steel, which 
only dynamite could burst. 

But apparently even this has been thought 
of, for tonight a family living across the 
street was warned by an unknown man to 
move away, as the jail might be blown up 
by dynamite. 


Special Grand Jury on Monday. 


But while the talk of lynching is rife in the 
country districts, little of it is heard in 
Bloomington. State’s Attorney William R. 
Bach announced today that:a special grand 
jury would convene on Monday to indict 
Baldwin. His trial will take place inside of 
four weeks. 

“We must show the people of this country 
that law means speedy justice and is more 
of punishment than lynching,” said Attorney 
Bach. 

Baldwin did not appear to realize the 
enormity of his crime until he had read the 
papers this morning. He sobbed for an hour 
after that, After his fit of weeping he be- 
came calmer and has remained so. He re- 
fuses to talk about the case. 

There is no one in Colfax that will admit 
for a minute that Baldwin is insane or ever 
has been. Lawyers for the state will be able 
to obtain hundred of affidavits from citizens 
who knew Baldwin stating that up to the 
hour he was seen leaving Colfax on his mur- 
derous errand he ected in his normal manner. 


Planned to Kill Others? 


It wag learned today that Baldwin planned 
to kill Simeon \Eiseman, Cora BEiseman’s 
father, last fall; after he had been forced to 
pay Hiseman $500 for wronging the girl. He 
bought @ gun and started to kill Eiseman. 
A deputy sheriff went in pursuit, overtook 
him, and disarmed him. 

It is declared, too, that Baldwin killed a 
deputy sheriff in southern Indiana twenty 
years ago and escaped to Kentucky by swim- 
ming the Ohio river. 

It is believed “by the McLean county. offi- 
clals that Baldwin planned Thursday's crime 
deliberately. After he was indicted two 
weeks ago for his attack on Corm Eiseman he 
sought to influence State's Attorney Bach to 
drop the case. 


Made Plans Deliberately. 

Failing in this, it is believed he delibérately 
planned to kill every person connected with 
the case, including Simeon Eiseman, his wife, 
and.daughter Cora, Mr.. and Mrs. Kennedy, 
and two others, both men, and then take his 
own life. 

Last Friday he deeded two lots to two mar- 
ried daughters and arranged his property 
affairs. He then purchased two revolvers, 
@ bottle of strychnine, and two bottles of 
whisky. 

After he had murdered Mrs. Eiseman, the 
girl Cora, and the ‘two Kennedys, it is be- 
lieved’ he intended‘ to seek out Simeon Eise- 
man and the two other men, kill them and 
then take the poison. 


Funeral of His Victims. 

The funeral of Cora Eiseman and her 
mother was held this afternoon, and was 
largely attended. The house and the yard 
in front was filled with people, and hundreds 
@iled through the little room of the farm- 
house, where the bodies lay, and came out 
with eyes moist and hands clinched. 

All day farmers were walking the streets or 
standing in groups at the postoffice. Many 
were heard to say: 

“We had no right to let that man get out 
of town. He ought to be hanging to that 
tree.”’ 

The funeral of Mr. and Mrs. Kennedy will 
be held tomorrow. 

The feeling against Baldwin Is increased by 
the fact that two years ago he was accused by 
Mrs. Mary Nance of Colfax of attempting a 
similar attack on her own little. daughter. 
At that time Baldwin was called before the 
grand jury, but was not indicted. 

The coroner's jury today brought itn a ver- 
dict of willful murder against Baldwin in all 
four cases.

It was brought out at the confer- 
ence that Tate wue released from Joliet 
under the ordinary workings of the parole 
law and not through any influence of Dough- 
erty’s friends, as had been intimated.

Jury Likely to Rebuke the City

Eddy. 

Alfred Farlow, chairman of the committee 
on publications, said after being informed of 
the nature of the suit that he could not tell 
just what would be done. | 

“The assertion on the part of th@se people 
bringing suit to the effect that Mrs. Eddy 
is infirm mentally is about as absurd as pos- 
sible,"’ said he. ‘‘I myself have seen Mrs. 
Eddy several times recently and I only wish 
that I could handle the property as well as 
she can at 80. 

“It 4s a strange proceeding to make a per- 
son account for his or her money, and that 
apparently is what is being done at this 
time. As yet nobody in Boston knows about 
this suit; that is, nobody of the faith. The 
property on which the First church\is built 
was a deed of trust to the directors from 
Mrs. Eddy some ten or twelve years ago, and 
was to be kept for church purposes. I donot 
think that any megazine or newspaper can 
possibly be at the bottom of this movement, 
nor can I imagine from what source or for 
what reason the suit is brought. 


Had No Inkling of Trouble. 

“We of the church in Boston had not an- 
ticipated trouble of any kind and the news 
comes as @ thunderbolt. There has been no 
trouble so far as I know between Mrs. Eddy 
and her son. I had believed relations be- 
tween them to have been always pleasant. I 
shall probably go to Concord in the morning, 
though I have not fully decided as yet. Fur- 
ther than this I cannot speak tonight, as I 
have not the details of the suit before me 
nor do I as yet know them. I may have 
something to say on the matter later.”’ 

The Rev. Irving C. Tomlinson, a defendant, 
said that he had not heard of the suit and 
did not care to express himself on it.

MRS. EDDY’S SON TELLS STORY. 


Describes Visit to His Mother That Re- 
sulted in His Decision to 
Bring Suit. 


* 


New York, March 1.—[Special.]—George 
W. Glover and his daughter, Mary Baker 
Glover, in a signed statement in the World, 
give the following account of their visit to 
Mrs. Eddy: 

“As we entered the bedroom at Pleasant 
View, in Concord, on the afternoon of Jan. z, 
1907, we saw my mother seated in an arm- 
chair at the extreme end oftheroom. A win- 
dow was at her right, and a table at her left. 
It was the roem in which she had received me 
on a visit four years before. On that oc- 
casion papers were strewn on the floor and 
table, writing materials, and manuscript 
were at hand, and everything gave the ap- 
pearance of the workshop of a busy woman. 

“On the present occasion the room com- 
pelled attention to the absence of a worker's 
needs. There were no papers. Neither pen 
nor ink stood on the writing table. I was 
immediately convinced that the activities to 
which the room was devoted formerly had 
been abandoned. 


Gave No Sign of Seeing Them. 
“My mother’s face was concealed by two 
sheets of writing paper, which she held be- 
fore her. The papers shook in her trem- 
bling hands. We advanced to within three 
feet of my mother and halted. She’ did not 


| give the slightest indication that she was 
| aware of our presence, 


* There was time for Mary to observe that 
her grandmother was gowned in a black silk 
costume, brightened at the throat and wrists 
with white lace. A gold crown, set with dia- 
monds, rested at her throat. On the third 
finger of her left hand was a marquise ring. 
We were greatly shocked by gauntness 
of my mother's face. It was furrowed, and 
the skin was like parchment. Instead of be- 
ing parted, as formerly, the thin white hair 
had been curled, and under the curls could be 


seen the scalp.

Then, looking 
directly at me, she said: ‘I know you are 
well, but you look thinner than when I saw 
you before.’ 

“ By this time she had seated herself in the 
chair. She did not, after sitting down, again 
rise to her feet before us. She then turned 
to Mary and said: ‘Are you well?’ Mary 
said she was. Mother then said: ‘ All Chris- 
tian Scientists are well. I hear you have 
joined it?’ Mary said ‘ Yes,’ not then exact- 
ly understanding what her grandmother al- 
luded to. 


Her Tribute to First Husband. 

“Mother said she was busy writing for 
the press. She said the papers abused my 
father, and I said, ‘ What, my father? What 
did they say about him?’ 

“She said: * George, if ever there wae a 
loving, tender husband, your father was 
one.’

ADMITS WRECK BLAME. 


President of Road Says He Is 
Partly Responsible for the 
Disaster of Feb. 16.

New York, March 1.—[{Special.]—New York 
Central railroad officials yesterday boarded 
@ train and traversed the “ fatal curve ”’ on 
the Harlem division at the rate of eighty-two 
miles an hour. ss 

On Feb. 16 a,train made up exactly as was 
the one yesterday was wrecked on this same 
curve and twenty-three persone were killed 
and more than 100 injured. 

Yesterday's « riment—the most remark- 
able ever made in the history of railroads— 
was made for the purpose of proving that 
high speed on a sharp curve had nothing to 
do with causing the wreck of Feb. 16. 

The story of the “deflance of death’ by 
New York Central officiale was not the only 
sensational feature of the coroner's investi- 
gation today. | 

President: Newman of the New York Cen- 
tral went on the witness stand and frankly 
confessed that he himself was in part re- 
eponsible, as president of the company. in 
charge of all the departments of the road, for 
a wreck on Feb. 16, which cost twenty-three 

ves. 

He also said that the responsibility was 
shared by Vice President William J. Wilgus, 
in charge of the construction department, 
and Second Vice President Smith, in charge 
of the maintenance of Way. 


Around a “Death Curve.’’ 


But despite President Newman’s admis- 
sion af responsibility, the story of the flight 
of the train around the fatal curve at a rate 
of eighty-two miles an hour was the sensa- 
tional feature of the day. 

According to this story, a train identical 
with the one which was wrecked on Feb. 16 
was made up and with all the principal offi- 
cers who had any part in the construction 
and operation of tlie tracks and trains on the 
Harlem division was sent over the line. - 

On the outward trip the train was’ sent 
around the curve where the train on Feb. 
16 came to griéf at a speed of 57.7 miles per 
hour, as called forin the schedule. The train 
arrived at the outward terminal exactly on 
time and without mishap. 


Safe at 82 Miles an Hour. 


The officials declare that on the inward trip 
the speed of the train varied from sixty-nine 
to eighty-two miles an hour and that the 
highest speed—eighty-two miles—was main- 
tained as the train rounded the fata! curvé. 

Klaborate preparations for observing the 
conditions as the train rounded the curve at 
this tremendous speed had been made. A 
score or more of experts In construction and 
operation had been assigned to various poei- 
tions at the curve, one to watch the track, 
another the roadbed, and another the motion 
of the train as it swept around the curve. 

President Newman also said that since the 
last session several days ago a discovery had 
been made which may have a most important 
bearing on the cause of the disaster. This, he 
said, was the fact that one of the front wheels 
of the truck of the smoking car, immediately 
behind the second locomotive, bore deep in- 
dentations, as if they had come in violent 
contact with some object which may have 
fallen from the rear locomotive.

How long 
the insanity lasted I am unabie to tell,”’ Dr. 
Evans replied. 

‘Those letters were written in 1903,’’ said 
Mr. Jerome. “‘ Now tell me what form of 
insanity Thaw was suffering from at the 
time of his marriage, April 4, 19067’

Mr. Jerome now came directly to the issue 


in the case and asked: ‘“*‘ On jhe night ..at 
he killed Stanford White was this defendant 
gane or insane?’ 

“J am firmly of the opinion that‘he was 
insane.”’ 

Dr. Evans answered quickly and with di- 
rectness for almost the first time during his 
cross examination. 


Won’t Admit Chronic Insanity. 

‘“ Was this defendant suffering from acute 
or chronic adolescent insanity when he shot 
and killed Stanford White?” persisted the 
prosecutor. 

“At the time of the shooting there was an 
acute outbreak,’’ replied Dr. Evans. 

“Was it acute or chronic adolescent in- 
sanity from which he suffered ?7 

“tT am confident that there had been other 
outbreaks. I believe that when he shot and 
killed Stanford White it was an acute attack 
and I believe a recurrent attack.” 

Dr. Evans declared all the evidence in the 
case was of outbreaks and there was nothing 
to show a chronic condition. 

“ How many outbréaks do you think this 
defendant has had?’’ asked Mr. Jerome. 

The witness recited the events of writing 
the letters in 1903, the making of the will in 
1905, and the tragedy of 1906. 

Q.—In your opinion, then, there were three 
outbreaks of adolescent insanity? A.—Three 
that I know of. There may have been 
others. 

Dr. Evans declared various outbreake did 
not suggest paranoia, in that they all differ. 

Mr. Jerome here read from Dr. Evans’ di- 
rect testimony, in the course of which he sajd 
that Thaw’s will and codicil showed a para- 
noiac form of developmental or adolescent in- 
sanity.” The prosecutor asked if that testi- 
mony was correct. 

‘Tt ig,” replied the witness. ‘‘ The will and 
codicil suggested the paranoilac form, but the 
outbreaks and exhibitions have shown other 
forms, indicating that it was not paranoia 
from which the defendant was suffering.” 


Killing Showed Brain Storm. 

“Ts it customary, doctor, for a person 
committing homicide while suffering from a 
brain storm to be cool and collected?’ asked 
Mr. Jerome finally. : 

“JT don’t know that there is any custom. 

Mr. Jerome then read to the doctor that 
part of the hypothetical question describing 
tae shooting. 

Q.—Is there anything there that shows a 
brain storm? A.—Yes, the manner in which

Jerome Gets New Check. 


Mr. Jerome asked Dr. Evans if. he agreed 
with a certain medical authority who said 
he had never seen.a recovery in 1,000 cases of 
paranoia. Mr. Delmas objected to bringing 
in the opinions of outside authorities. Jus- 
tice Fitagerald held that statements in books 
were not evidence. 

Mr. Jerome then asked Dr. Evans if he had 
read a paper by Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton. 
He said he had. . 

“ He is an expert in mental diseases, ig he 
not?’’ asked Mr. Jerome. 

**I do not think I should be called upon to 
pass upon a practicing physician who may 
appear in this case.’’ 

Mr. Delmas objected, and Mr. Jerome ar- 
gued the point. 

“This is another way,’ Mr. Delmas de- 
claréd, ‘‘of getting before this jury com- 
mendatory statements about these alienists 
who are to testify bere. I object to it as im- 
proper and reserve an exception.” 


Court Again with Defense. 

Justice Fitzgerald asked to have the mat- 
ter gone over again. 

Dr. Evans said he knew of Dr. Hamilton. 

“Do you consider him a man of standing 
and reputation, and an expert in mental 
diseases?’’ asked Mr. Jerome. 

‘“T refuse to answer,” said Dr. Evans-with 
positivenees. 

‘* Now, I will rule,’’ said Fitzgerald. 

‘‘And you will instruct the witness to 
answer the question?’ suggested Mr. Jerome, 

‘*T will not,” said the judge. 

Justice Fitzgerald added he would like to 
go over the records before finally ruling as to 
whether one expert can give an opinion as to 
another. 

Mr. Jerome said as this point would end 
his cross examination, he would ask for an 
adjournment, and that he would submit to 
the court the record covering his point and 
aleo a memorandum of authorities, Justice 
Fitzgerald said he would also be giad to re- 
ceive a memorandum from the defense, 

Thereupon adjournment until 10:30 o'clock 
Monday morning was taken.

Governor Wants Railroad. Board 
Given Power to Limit 
Capitalization.

Springfield, Ill,, March 1.—[Special.]—To 
prevent a repetition of such financial manipu- 
lation in ratlroad stecks and bonds as has 
been revealed in the interstate commerce 
commission's investigation of E. H. Harri- 
man's management of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, Gov. Deneen will have introduced in 
the legislature next week a bill giving the 
railroad and warehouse commission super- 
vision and control of the capitalization of 
rallroads in Illinois. 

Gov. Deneen and Attorney General Stead 
are taking up the questions involved in the 
testimony given before the commission in 
New York with a view of ascertaining if any 
action is required in connection with the iesue 
af $82,000,000 bonds, which is declared void by 
Commissioner Harlan’s interpretation of the 
Illinois constitution. 

It is not probable that any action will be 
taken in this case, the securities by this time 
being in possession of innocent purchasers. 
Fhis development only emphasized a condi- 
tion which has been well known to the state 
authorities, and it is because of the financial 
operations in connection with the Chicago 
and Alton that the state administration 
wishes to obtain a law which will grant au- 
thority to control the capitalization of rail- 
roads and keep it within bounds. 

Attorney W. H. Boys of Streator, chairman 
of the railroad and warehouse commission, 
has drawn this bill and it will be ready for in- 
troduction probably in the senate byeSenator 
Gardner next week. 


Alton’s Enormous Burden. 


Railroad reports on file in the railroad de- 
partment ‘show the necessity for such legisia- 
tion, ds illustrated by the cage of the Chicago 
an@ Alton. The reports of this company 
show that its capitalization is $120,248 per 
mile, ae compared with $72,451 for the Lilinois 
Central, $35,020 for the Chicago and North- 
western, $44,196 for the Rock Island, and 
sg for the Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t.

The only thing that resembles the Chicago 
and Alton capitalisation, as reported to the 
railroad board, is that on the Cincinnati, 
— and Dayton, which is $211,200 per 
mile. 

The Chicago and Alton capital stock is re- 
ported at $42,170,300 and its bonded indebted- 
eas is divided into three classifications, 
$67,350,000 in mortgage bonds, $5,000,000 in 
miscellaneous, and $3,016,918 in equipment 
trust bonds; totalof bonds and stock ot $117,- 
546,218, or $129,248 per mile. 


Gov. Deneen’s Warning. 


In hig biennial message Gov. Deneen saia: 

“ Somre measure should be enacted by the 
legislature in reference to the practice of in- 
creasing capital stock and bonded and other 
indebtedness of railroads without regard to 
the actual value of the road. I beHeve that 
the legislation elong these lines would tend 
to prevent the watering of stock of rail- 
road companies and also abolish the inci- 
dental evils tO investors and the general 
public which grow out of such practices.’’ 

In .spite of the illustrations which show 
the need for such legislation the bill is likely 
to have a hard time of it. Although consid- 
erable legislation affecting railroads is pend- 
ing no raijroad measure is having an easy 
path cut out for It and this anti-capitalization 
bill is not apt to find any fewer obstacles in 
its way. 

It will. provide that no issue of stock or 
bonds shall be allowed until a proper show- 
ing has been made to the railroad commis- 
sion of the necessity for such an issue, and 
that it does not exceed a reasonable cost of 
the improvement to be made. 


Wants Harriman to Answer. 

Washington, D. C., March 1.—[Special.]— 
A petition for a writ of mandamus to compel 
E. H. Harriman to answer the questions that 
he declined to answer while on the stand in 
New York before the interstate commerge 
commission vWll be filed in the Circuit court 
tor the Southern district of New York. Just 
when these proceedings will be instituted will 
be decided on Monday. It is expected that 
the Supreme court of the United States will 
finally pass upon the right of the commission 
to run its probe into the transactiong upon 
which Mr. Harfiman refused to throw any 
light.

His faults, and they 
were quite numerous, were chariness in lead- 
ing, backwardness in taking advantage of 
openings, and too much slipping into clinches. 
Also, it might be added, gentleness in 
clinches. 


Coulon Not Aggressive Enough. 

The rules governing the contest were 
straight Marquis of Queenaberry, but Johnny 
did not take advantage of them. Murphy, 
on the other hand, worked them for all they 
were worth by hitting with his free hand 
whenever he saw an opening. | 

Coulon’s principal and most costly mistake 
was failure to lead. He has a good straight 
left hand puhch, which was demorstrated 
whenever he sent it on its journey, bit it was 
not frequent enough to merit him anything in 
the eyes of the ring official.

And so it is necessary that the authori- 
ties to an extent shall follow the example 
of the Roman senate.

PROTECT SEEKERS FOR WORK. 

The house committee on license is to be 
commended for having resisted all pressure 
brought to bear on it by lobbies interested 
in emasculating the Ton bill for the regu- 
lation of employment agencies.

While Trinity house is an institution about 
which the general public, especially in this 
country, know little or nothing, its name is 
familiar to every seafaring man. It is one 
of the oldest of those departments of the 
British government which ere virtually in- 
dependent beth of the national treasury and 
of the crown, and which manage) their 
finances without the interference or super- 
vision of parliament. In the same way 
that the Royal College of Heralds is _ per- 
mitted to maintain itself in existence by 
meéans of charging heavy fees for the régia- 
tration of titles, for the grants of armorial 
bearings, for genealogical searches, and for 
the management of state functions, so has 
the Trinity house been allowed for seVeral 
centuries to raise large revenues by levying 
pilotage and lighthouse dues on all vessels 
entering British ports. In return for this 
Trinity house has undertaken ever since its 
foundation to maintain and erect light- 
houses, to place buoys, and to furnish effi- 
cient pilots in all British ports and British 
waters in Great Britain and elsewhere. 

~~ 

It is to King Henry VIILI., that royal Blue- 
beard, who inaugurated the state church of 
England, that must be asgcribed the origin 
of Trinity house.. True, there are traditions 
to show that the institution was in existence 
previous to that date, under a different name. 
But ts was Bluff King Hal who first granted 
the charter of incorporation to what was then 
a guild of pilots, seamen, and mariners at 
Deptford Struod, in the county of Kent. - 

In the early part of the seventeenth century 
it was intrusted with the responsibility of 
surveying shipping, built, hired, or purchased 
by the government, and in 1613 a vessel 
named the Mayflower was offered for sale 
to the government, but was rejected as 
unfit for public service by direction and on 
the report of the brethren of Trinity house. 
It was this ship thus rejected by the crown 
which subsequently brought the Pilgrim 
fathers to thiscountry. s Bs 

> ; 

The headquarters of the corporation, Trin- 
ity bouse as it is styled, are situated on 
Tower hill, adjoin the tower of London, and 
were built at the end of the eighteenth cén- 
tury from designs by Sam Wyatt, being the 
third™home of the corporation. The first 
house was destroyed by the great fire of Lon- 
don in 1566, as recorded by Pepys, who was a 
brother of Trinity house, in his fameus 
“ Diary.”” The court room of the present 
home of the Trinity brethren is a magnificent 
chamber, adorned with rare old portraits, 
with relics of the Spanish armada, and with 
flags taken by Sir Francis’ Drake and other 
celebrated English naval commanders from 
the enemy. The master and chief of Trinity 
house is the prince of Wales, who succeeded 
his uncle, the duke of Edinburgh and Coburg, 
and who draws emoluments to the extent of 
some $20,000 for his services. 

It is with mingled feelings that the relatives 
and friends of the duke and duchess of West- 
minster have learned of the fire at Eaton 
hall, their place in Cheshire, and its narrow 
escape from complete destruction. For the 
huge mansion is an object of intense horror 
to the entire Grosvenor family, who rightly 
declare that it looks vulgar, parvenu, and 
like a hydropathic establishment. The 
present duke's father, who succumbed, as 
Earl Grosvenor, to exposure while engaged 
in his favorite occupation of driving the loco- 
motive of the Irish mail from Chester to 
Holyhead, . particularly abhorred the place, 
and frequently declared ‘* It took my father 
two million sterling ($10,000,000) and ten 
years to build this house. But it won't take 
me ten weeks to pull it down.”

Something like $20,000,000 and probably 
even more has been spent during the last 
100 yeats in building at Eaton. Tite late 
duko'’s grandfather, dissatisfied with the 
stately old red brick mansion of the seven- 
teenth century, formerly known as Eaton 
hall, pulled it down and replaced it with.a 
huge and extremely ornate pile, which was 
justly described by Charles Greville as a 

“monument of lavish outlay and of bad 
taste.”” The first thing that the late duke did 
on succeeding to the title and estates was to 
pull this gorgeous palace to pieces and to 
build on its site the present immense mah- 
sion, according to the designs of Waterhouse. 
Had his son, the late Lord Grosvenor, sur- 
vived to inherit his father’s honors and 
estates, he would undoubtedly have fulfilled 
his threat of tearing the place down. once 
more, rebuilding it again, for the fourth 
time, ‘

The late duke had all sorts of queer ideas 
on the subject of building. Thus, not content 
with creating a new Eaton, he rebuilt all the 
farmhouses and cottages on the vast Eaton 
estate, The cottages have two peculiarities. 
In the first place, the gable ends are orna~- 
mented with a colossal ‘“‘ W,”’ fantastically 
worked out in brick; and then the co 
lave no doors in front, the object ¢ 
being to prevent front door gossip be 
:eighbors. 

Another of the. whims of the late du was 
his pronounced aversion to physicians} sur- 
geons, and medical men in general.“ The 
major part of Brookystreet and its neighbor- 
hood, one of the most fashionable districts of 
Mayfair, swarmed at one time with doctors, 
the cream of courége of the profession, since 
rents are so high that they had to be, pro- 
fessionally speaking, at the top of the tree in 
order to be able tolivethereatall. Now the 
ducal house of Westminster owns as ground 
landlord almost the whole of Mayfair, and 
the late duke gave peremptory orders, in the 
first place, that no leases were to be renewed 
for houses occupied by physicians, and that 
whenever possible they should be induced to 
surrender their leases by compelling them to 
remove from their house doors the brass 
plates indicating their names and profession. 
The result was an exodus of the medical pro- 
fession from that portion of the metropolis, 
greatly to the satisfaction of the duke, who 
declared that the atmosphere of pill boxés 
and medicines which had until then prevailed 
in that portion of the town was sufficient to 
depreciate the ee of his property.

THE MAN WHO ATE BABIES. 
{From Harper’s Weekly.) 

The president thinks that the papers that 
give “‘the full, disgusting particulars of the 
Thaw case” ought not to be admitted to the 
mails. Pérhape not. Perhaps the country 
at largé does not need all the particulars, 
but, in our judgment, New York does need 
most of them, and it would be not a gain but 
an injury to morals if the newspapers were 
restrained from printing them. 

We will try to explain. 

Once there was a man who had the incom- 
parable misfortune to be aMicted with a 
mania for eating babies. He wad an ex- 
traor@dinary. man, of astonishing vigor, of 
remarkable talents, of many engaging qual- 
ities, and of prodigious industry. He had 
education and social position; he could earn 
plenty of money; and the diligent exercise 
of his intellectual gifts made him valuable 
to society. There was nothing within rea- 
sonable reach of a man of his profession 
which he could not have, but over what

NE might have supposed that the late 

Mrs. Isabella Bird Bishop had in her 

various published volumes told as 

much about herself as there waste be 

told; but apparently not, for Miss 
Anna M. Stoddart has just written a good 
sized volume devoted to Mrs. Bishop’s life 
which will be published in the course of a 
few days by Messrs. E. P. Dutton & Co. 
Mrs. Bishop wae one of those ladies of which 
England has given us more than any other 
country; ladies who prefer to scale mountain 
heights, penetrate African jungles, venture 
into the darkest China, rather than to con- 
tent themselves in their own English homes. 
Besides Mrs. Bishop, one might name Miss 
North, Miss Kingsley, and Miss Gordon Cum- 
ming, to say nothing of Lady Baker and Lady 
Burton, who followed their husbands along 
unbeaten paths. Each of these five ladies 
has her own special characteristic; each in 
her own way has shown what English ladies 
can do. Two generations of readers have | 
followed Mrs. Bishop on her travels, when she 
was Isabella Bird and when she was Isabella 
Bird Bishop. As a traveler, according to her 
biographer, Mrs. Bishop's outstanding merit 


is that she nearly always conquered her 


territories alone; that she faced the wilder- 
ness almost single handed; that she observed 
and recorded without companionship. She 


suffered no toil to impede her, no study to |. 


repel her. She triumphed over her own Hmita- 
tions of health and strength as over the dan- 
gers of the road. Nor did she ever lose, in 
numberless rough vicissitudes, in intercourse 
with untutored peoples, or in the strenuous. 
deminance which she was repeatedly com- 


pelled to exercise, her womanly graces of |i. 


tranquil manner, gentle voice, reasonable 
persuasiveness. Wherever she found her 
servants—whether coolies, mule drivers, sol- 
diers, or personal attendants—she secured 
their devotion. The exceptions were rare, 
and prove the rule. 

I have read most of Mrs. Bishop’ s books, 
and enjoyed them, but I am free to cohfess 
that as fireside travels they have more attrac- 
tions for me than if I had actually experi- 
enced them. I remember:one of her books 
in which she describes a night spent in a Chi- 
nese village where she was the only white 
person, and where they regarded her for this 

reason as a devil or something worse; where 
she passed the night in a house that was little 
more than a hut, through the cracked walls 
of which Chinese eyes with murder gleaming 
in them peered at her throughout the night. 


Dr. Holmes never said a truer thing, though 


he said it partly in jest, than that the way 
to live to a good old age was to be born with 
ill health. Take Mrs. Bishop, for instance. 
She was delicate frorh the time she was 
born. It was a question whether she would 
live-even to young girlhood. Her body was 


fragile, her face white, and she could make 


being overtired 
kept her: out of doors 
as much as possible. Her father, 
who was a clergyman, let her ride on 
horseback with ‘him when he went around | 
visiting his parishioners. He would take | 


no exertion without

her on a cushion before him, and in this wey: 


she learned to ride from infancy. When she 
was old enough she had her own horse and 
“went around with her father. In later years 
this accomplishment served her well, as she 
was often obMged to mount, as necessity 
urged, ox, horse, mule, or yak in distant 
lands. 

As long ago as 1854, when she was still Isa- 
bella Bird, her doctor urged a sea voyage 
for the improvement of her health. It was 
then that she came to America, going first 
to Canada, then into the United States. She 
crossed the prairies to Chicago, and it was 
on the train, between Rock Island and Chi- 
cago, that the famous pickpocket incident 
took place. A most unprepossessing man 
sat next to herinthecar. She felt his hand 
in her pocket abstracting her purse, tn which 
there was only enough money for petty trav- 
eling expenses, but which contained her lug- 
gage checks. She sat passive, giving no in- 
diceation of her loss till the luggage checks 
were being collected. . When the official 
reached her, she bowed politely toward her 
neighbor and said: “This gentleman has 
my checks!” and he was startled into giving 


them up. 
Chicago, even in 1854, interested her deeply. 


‘Her description is a striking picture of the 


western capital in the making. 

The result of her visit to this country was 
a book called “ The English Woman in Amer- 
ica,” which appeared in January, 1856, and 
was exceptionally well received. 

Even in America, where her strictures on 
slavery were not welcomed at the time, the 
book found many appreciative readers. This 
was a good beginning and an auspicious one. 
for all Mrs. Bishop’s books have been pop- 
wiar. 

Mrs. Bishop was a deligious woman, and 
while she was not a missionary, at the same 
time she did missionary work. When she 

was in China she dressed in Chinese costume 
because she thought it made her less con- 
spicuous, and she recommends missionaries 
to adopt the costume of the natives. Although 
she was nearly always treveling and had 
many severe illnesses on her travels, Mrs. 
Bishop died in her Ehglish home, surrounded 


,by her friends and every comfort of civilized 


fe.

Messrs. Scribner published this week in 
book form Mrs. Wharton's story, “MADAME 
DE TREYMES,” which appeared first in the 
magazine, where it attracted the usual at- 
tention that Mrs. Whmrton’s stories are 
bound to attract.

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| INTERESTING TRADE 


Aside from a little inquiry for choi 
spring whea: from local millers, ‘the psa 
ew sens market was dull and featureless. 

bout 2%c under May-in store was the nom- 
inal quotation for No. 2 red, this price being 
about equivalent to the carrying charge. The 
big holders are now asking 2\c under for this 
grade. Current receipts are just about suffi- 
client to take care of the emall milling* de- 
mand. Outside markets were quiet and 
easier with futures. The situation at Minne- 
apolis is unchanged, except that stocks are 
accumulating more rapidly. For the week 
wheat increased there 900,000 bu, while Du- 
luth stocks were estimated to have increased 
300,000 bu. Kansas City and St: Louls were 
easier for No. 2 red winter wheat. Export 
business was slow in every direction. Corn 
in the local sample market was steady to 40 
lower, and oats unchanged to \c off. The de- 
mand for both corn and oats was slacker than 
recently, the inquiry for corn Particularly 
showing a big failing off, there being prac- 
tically no bids in the market. Easterners ap- 
Pear indifferent to corn at the present. The 
Oats demand was Principally for prompt ship- 
ment, which local houses are unable to re- 
&pond to, owing to car scarcity. Sales for 
ceferred shipments were not as free as a few 
days ago, the eastern market apparently be- 
ing fairly well filled for deferred delivery, 
Local sales were 25,000 bu wheat, 110,000 bu 
corn, and 300,000 bu oats. The seaboard re- 
Ported 64,000 bu wheat, 25,000 bu corn, and 
30,000 bu oats for export. 


Increasing stocks in the northwest—Minne- 
apolis and Duluth together gaining 1,500,000 
bu—seemed to bear out the predictions of the 
big bears of the northwest, who have steadily 
maintained that sooner or later there would 
be a big movement of epring wheat te mar- 
ket. They: still claim that there was a big 
crop raised in the three states, holding that 
the movement from now wil! prove it, and 
that stocks at the two principal northwest- 
ern markets will show steady increases until 
the total stocks are as large as last year. It 
is claimed that the present receipts merely 
represent the cleaning of delayed shipments 
and the cleaning up of sidetracks, and that 
the movement from country elevators has 
not begun to any appreciable extent. The 
country elevators are estimated to have in 
store in the neighborhood of 35,000,000 bu, and 
it is expected that a good part of this wheat 
will be shipped before the first of April tn 
order to avoid taxation. At the same time it 
is said that country deliveries are still com- 
paratively heavy. As much wheat is claimed 
to be en route for Minneapolis and Duluth as 
was the case two weeks ago. 


Lake, Updike, Clement-Curtis, Pringle, 
Wagner, Canby, and Wells were the leading 
early sellers of wheat, with Logan-Bryan, 
Bartlett-Frazier, and the Northern Grain 
company the best early buyers. Late selling 
was by Bartlett-Frazier, Barrell, and Wag- 
ner, while northwestern houses, including 
Daggett, Woodbury, Peavey, and the St. An- 
thony Grain company: were buyers on the late 
break. Lake was a late buyer. Chapin, 
Love, and Roberts were on the buying side of 
corn; Pringle, Wrenn, Knight-McDougal, and 
Samuels-Adams celling. Barlett - Frazier 
were on both sides of the market. Northern 
Grain, Hulburd-Warren-Chandler, and Nash- 
Wright were the best buyers of oats. Selling 
was scattered. There was a continuation of 
the recent liquidation in provisions. Morton- 
Gregson and Swift brokers were on the sell- 
ing side. Buying on the decline by John 
Cudahy and the Cudahy Packing company 
checked the selling movement. 


Export developments were not encouraging 
to wheat bulls yesterday. Bids were consid- 
erably out of line even at the decline, and 
total sales reported in all positions were only 
a few loads. A local exporter had a cable 
from Antwerp offering to cancel the purchase 
of 64,000 bu Wheat.at an allowance of 150. 
This was on wheat bought when May was un- 
der 76c. Exporters claim that unless a lot of 
wheat is sold in the next few weeks there 
will be little demand from then on until] the 
new crop. as Argentina, India, and other ship- 


ping countries are flooding Europe with of- 


fers. The practical aesurance of plenty of 
supplies from all sources up to the middle of 
the summer makes the European buyers ab- 
solutely indifferent. 

New. York wired—Pringle-Fitch-Rankin: 
“ Durum wheat on spot is 2@Zic over No. 2 
red on spot. Durum supplies for shipment 
until opening of navigation are exhausted. 
It seems inevitable that foreign buyers will 
turn thelr attention to winter wheats. Six 
loads No. 2 red were worked yesterday, and, 
while the demand is not pronounced, the in- 
qguiry is much better than for some time. 
New York May wheat today is 3c premium 
over Chicago May. This alone is significant.” 


Minneapolis wired: “As near as I can as- 
certain, there are practically as many cars 
in transit as two weeks ago. Cars in coun- 
try are not as plentiful as week ago; but as 
railroads. are now moving merchandise west, 
cars ought to come back loaded with grain, 
unless we get anotber blockade. I do not look 
for any material falling off in receipts here 
and at Duluth.”

AUSPICIOUS START. 


Galvation Army Lifts Loads of Gloom 
from Several Despondent Persons 
Sy Words ef Cheer and Hepe— 
“Werk Secured’ for an Aged Citisen 
Whe Was About te End His Life— 
Commissioner Kilbey Confident of 
the New Venture Doing Good.

The anti-suicide bureau of the Ohicago de- 
partment of Salvation army work was 
opened yesterday at 399 State street, follow- 
ing the announcement of the plan to help 
déwncast persons, as published in Tur TRIB- 
UNE. The need for such a bureau was deemed 
so urgent that no tine was lost in appoiming 
officers to take charge of the work. Before 
moon the new department was ready for those 
who might seek encouragement, and by night 
geveral persons had been lifted out of their 
@espair and sem away with new hope in their 
hearts. 


One caller whose case was especially pa~- 
thetic was an old man of German descent, 
who was bowed down by the yoke of discour- 
agement. He was desperate, and he begged 
for some word to cheer him. He rebelled at 
the thought of financial assistance and 
askeé no alms. He was out of work and sor- 
powing. because his wife and children were 
in want. He had tramped the town over for 
work, but found none. He showed by his 
appearance that he was thrifty, but thet 
@vailed nothing. His years were against him 
en4é his white hairs evidently added little to 
recommend hin. 

Suicidal Mood Is Banished. 


This man had thought of suicide and had 
Gecided that he might as wellenditaill. By 
chance he concluded to take one more look 
at the “ want ads" of the morning and he 
got a copy of THE Trisune. Picking up the 
paper he saw at a glance the first page head 

Help for the Despondent,” and read the 
story about the Salvation army scheme to 

vent suicides. It appealed to him and he 

t to the army headquarters, where he 
talked to Col. Miles and to others in charge 
and told them his plight. In a few hours 
employment had been found for him and he 
had been sent away hopeful and thankful 
he had been dissuaded from ending his 


Similar cases came to the attention of the 
workers at headquarters during the after- 
moon. One man had lost his wife, another 
had become discouraged because of domestic 
infelicities and had decided to kill himself. 
Hach one who came for sympathy was sent 
away comforted. 

Commissioner Kilbey appointed Brigadier 
Alexander McMillan to take charge of the 
Bureau for men and Brigadier Mary Stillwell 
@ head the department for women. 


Cheer for the Despondent. 


* 'Tiiese two officers wil] be in charge of the 
Gureau permanently,”’ said the commissioner. 
“JI selected them because of their cheery 


. matures and their ability to inspire despond- 


emt. people with hope. Wherever they are 
there is sunshine always, and I believe they 
Will be able to do a wonderful work. Of 
course, all of us will assist wherever possible. 
Our purpose is to bring bright messages to 
those who are contemplating suicide. We 
can do this by words of cheer.” 

Col. Miles, -who has just returned from a 
trip in the west, was enthusiastic over the 
Plans for the anti-suicide bureau. 

“If any person thinks of committing sui- 
@ide let him come to us,” he said. “ To the 
man in despair we can offer help and sym- 
pathy and encouragement. A man may be 
sich or poor. It doesn't matter. If he is de- 
gspondent we want to see him. Itisn’t always 
the man without money who is discouraged. 
As a matter of fact, men kill themselves 
many times because they think they have no 
friends.

FIGHT FOR CANAL NAVIGATION. 


Commercial Association Demands 
That Waterway Be Not Obstructed 


and Swing Bridges Not Delayed. 


Further deman4é that navigation through 
the drainage canal be unobstructed and no 
delay granted as to the opening of bridges 
was made yesterday by the Chicago Com- 
mercial association.

Ceunsel for Former President of Chi- 
cago National Bank, Accused of 
Misappropriating Funds of Instita- 
tion, Answer Brief of Government 
Opposing Demurrer Entered to Le- 
gality of Bille Returned by the 


Grand Jury. 


Attorneys for John R. Walsh yesterday're- 
newed their efforts to secure the dismissal 
of the indictments against the former banker 
when they filed in the United States District 
court théir reply to the brief of the govern- 
ment attorneys opposing the demurrer to 
the charges against the accused man. 

Every contention of the government in sup- 
port of the validity of the charges is contested 
by the defendant's: attorneys. They insist 
that the indictments are faulty in that they 
do not specify that the acts complained of 
were done with the “ consent of the officers 
or duly authorized agents of the bank,” and 
cite a decision known as the “ Martindale 
case,” wherein it was held that acts done 
with the consent of “ the board or exchange 
committee * did not constitute a crime on the 
part of the defendant. 

Reference ig made to the suggestion of the 
government’s attorneys that Walsh mey 
have secured consent of the bank officials by 
connivance and in this connection the de 
fendant‘s counsel declare the indictments 
are faulty tin that under such con 
nivance would have to be inferred. : 


Say Facts Should Be Set Out. 

The second point in the brief cites decisions 
in suppert of Walsh's claim that the facts of 
every transaction alleged to be a “ misap- 
plication of funds” should be set out. The 
third contention is that the indictments fail 
to assert that John R. Walsh had power or 
control ever the funds of the Chicago Na- 
tional bank. 

Another point made concerns the use of 
the term “ fictitious notes.” Walsh's attor- 
neys claim there is nothing in the indictment 
to show that the parties whose names are 
said te have been signed to the notes referred 
to did not sanction the transaction. 

A lengthy dissertation is made on the ques- 
tion of crediting money to the personal ac- 
count of John R. Walsh, the brief saying 
* the question of just when a credit given toa 
customer reaches a point where it cannot be 
recalled and hence becomes a willful misap- 
plication, is a question of fact, and the aver- 
ments of fact must bessuch as clearly ex- 
clude a contrary conclusion.” 


Demand Facts About Bonds. 

The subject of the value of the bonds 
pledged also is gone into, the contention be- 
ing urged that the indictments should recite 
wherein they were worthless, and not merely 
declare them valueless. 

It has been expected that Judge Anderson 
would rule today upon Walsh's demurrer, but 
shortly after court adjourned yesterday he 
left Chicago to be gone several daye. His 
decision is expected next week.
